Town Holds 
Annual Meet 


The Annual Meeting of the Electors 
of tthe Town of Lacombe and the La- 
combe School District was held on 
Friday evening, Jan, 31st. John Gil- 
mour was elected Chairman. 

According to the Auditér’s finan- 
cial statement read by D. F. Chisholm, 
Auditor, collections had been made 
during the year for Municipal and 
School purposes.to the amount of 
$46,300, and that after paying the 
School demand of $17,500 and all 
other expenditures there was a cash 
balance of $11,351.19. 

This has been the most progres- 
sive year Lacombe has experienced, 
the following being some of the 
more important improvements:— 

The Electric Light Plant was sold 
early in the year as a going concern 
to Calgary Power Company for $55,- 
000. The clectors authorized the 
town to use ihe money for the pur- 
pose of installing a sewer system. 
The sale of the plant, together with 
the cash balance in the bank to the 
credit. of the Electric Light Depart- 
ment, enabled the town to finance on 
a cash basis the entire sewer system 
amounting to about $63,000. 

The water system is also being in- 
stalled in the town by Calgary Power 
Company, who expect to have it in 
operation by March 1st. 

Expenditures on the cemetery am- 

ounted to $633.65. The work done 
there includes the preparation of the 
roads for cinders, the digging of 
over 300 holes for trees in the Spring, 
and fallowing around such trees as 
are already planted. 
‘ All of thése improvements have 
been made by the Town without in- 
creasing the debenture debt which is 
now down to @ minimum.
